LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Police and 
FBI agents tracked down three sus­ 
pected members of the Symbionese Li­ 
beration Army, kidnapers of Patricia 
Hearst, to a small house in a black 
district today but when thev broke into 
the structure the trio had aiready fled. 
A man and two women, all white, 
were reported holed up in the building 
uhich was surrounded by more than 75

and scores of officers 
armed with guns and tear gas. 
Cannisters of the tear gas were fired 
through the building and, when there 
was no movement or reaction from in­

Four suspacts in Zebra 
case indicted for murder 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Four 
young Black Muslims were indicted for 
m urder and assault Thursday in the 
‘ Zebra” killings that left 13 white vic­ 
tims dead. 
The indictments were handed up in 
San Francisco Superior Court following 
three days of testimony, including an 
appearance by an informer who tied 
the killings to a cult called the “ Death 
Angels.” 
Indicted were Manuel Moore, 29, J.C. 
Simon, 29, and Larry C. Green, 22, all 
of San Francisco. The three were ar* 
rested May 1 in a pre-dawn raid. Bail 
for each was set at $300,000. 


Twisters, hail hit 
Midwestern areas

Thunderstorms roared across the lo­ 
wer Great Lakes region early today, 
Hinging off several tornadoes and hail 
as large as golf balls. 
The National Weather Service said 
tornadoes touched down in Kansas, Il­ 
linois and Iowa, No injuries were re­ 
ported. 
A twister ripped through the north­ 
western Illinois towns of Sheppard and 
Orion, damaging property and downing 
trees. Another tornado sliced through a 
mobile home near Cass City, Mich. 
Several tornadoes swooped down in the 
Topeka, Kan., area. 


' Jessie Cooks, already serving a mur­ 
der term at San Quentin Prison, was 
also indicted.

In that case, Green and Cooks were 
accused of murder, assault and rob­ 
bery for the Oct. 20, 1973, killing and 
decapitation of Quita Hague, 28, and 
the assault of her husband, Richard, 
30. 
Moore and Simon were indicted for 
two of four murders during a four-hour 
period Jan. 28. Tana Smith, 32, a se­ 
cretary, and Jane Holly, 45, a bank 
employe, were shot in separate inci­ 
dents. Moore was also charged with as­ 
sault in the 
wounding of 
Roxanne 
McMillan, 23, who was shot the same 
evening outside her apartm ent. 
Moore also was charged with assault 
in the woundings of Terry White, 15, 
and Ward Anderson, 30. as they stood 
at a bus stop April 30. 
Four other men were arrested with 
Moore, Simon and Green, but they 
were released.

Harris has been identified as the 
“ Teko” of the SLA who spoke on a 
tape recording received after the April 
15 robbery of a San Francisco bank in

In 1972, they movod to the West Coast 
and lived for a time in Berkeley, Ca­ 
lif., with Angela Atwood who is also a 
suspected SLA member.

On May 2, the FBI broke into an 
apartment building in San Fraicisco 14 
blocks from its headquarters and found 
evidence that members of the terrorist 
cult, including Patty, had been hiding 
there. 


Like see-saw, inflation 
is up and economy down

Inflation 
picked up even more steam in the first 
three months of 1974 than government 
economists 
first 
thought 
while 
the 
economy slid further into the hole, 
Commerce Department figures showed 
today. 
Revised figures on the Gross Nation­ 
al Product (GNP) snowed economic 
output dropped at a 6.3 per cent annual 
rate between January and March, the 
biggest three-month decline since the 
first quarter of 1958. 
Last month, the department had put 
the decline at 5.8 per cent as the 
slumping automobile and housing in­ 
dustries took their toll on the overall 
economy. But the new figures show 
even steeper decline and cast a shadow 
over government forecasts of a healthy 
upturn in the last halt of 1974. 
Inflation in the January-M arch quar­ 
ter soared at an 11.5 per cant annual 
rate, the department said —even faster 
than the unusually heavy 10.8 per cent 
pace estimated last month. 
Not since the first quarter of 1951 
when prices rose at a 13 per cent rate, 
has inflation been so virulent during a 
three-month period. 
The new figures make it marginally 
more difficult for the economy to reco­ 
ver 
fast 
enough 
in 
the 
present 
three-morth period to avert a technical 
recession. Two straight quarters of 
negative economic rrowth is the short 
hand definition of “recession” although 
some economists « raw that the cur­ 
rent slump is not broad enou gh, nor is 
unemployment 
hi°h enough, for the 
current down-turn to qualify.

Kissinger flays actions 
Israeli forces again 
strike guerrilla bases

An Israeli commando unit carried 
out a hit-run attack against an Arab 
guerrilla base a mile inside Lebanon 
today and Israeli planes struck guer­ 
rilla bases near the border in the sec­ 
ond day of retaliation for the Maalot 
massacre, Israeli military' spokesmen 
reported. 
Damascus reported a doyfighi over 
Lebanon between Israeli and Syrian 
planes but Israel denied the report. 
The Lebanese military command said 
Israeli pianes broke the sonic barrier 
over Beirut today and that the Leba­ 
nese air force scrambled but made no 
contact. 
A Syrian communique issued in Da­ 
mascus said the Syrian and Israeli 
warplanes fought an air battle over 
south Lebanon today and that an Is­ 
raeli plane was shot down in flames. 
“ There was no contact, there was no 
battle and there was no downing,” an 
Israeli arm y spokesman said in Tel 
Aviv. 
The Lebanese government announced 
that 48 persons were killed and 184 
wounded in two Israeli air strikes into 
Lebanon Thursday, carried out in reta­ 


liation for an Arab guerrilla attack on 
the Israeli border village of Maalot 
that left 30 persons dead. 
The Israeli air strikes brought sharp 
criticism from Secretary of State Hen­ 
ry A. Kissinger who had also de- 
nounced the Arab guerrilla attack. Eg­ 
ypt warned Israel that there could be 
grave consequences from the air raids 
and the Egyptian War Minister spoke 
of a resumption of the war. 


Israel did not mention inflicting ca­ 
sualties in today’s ground strike one 
mile across the Lebanese border in 
which the commandos blew up a house 
believed used by Arab guerrillas. A 
spokesman said Israeli planes eight 
hours later flew strikes on targets in­ 
side “ Fatahland,” the Israeli term for 
guerrilla-dominated 
areas 
of 
south­ 
eastern Lebanon near the Syrian bor­ 
der. He said all planes returned from 
the half hour raid. 
Bo'h Israel and Syria reported heavy 
fighting on the Golan Heights and 
around Mt. Hermon today, the 67th 
consecutive day of combat there. A Sy­ 
rian communique reported Syrian-Is- 
raeli tank duels and that both sides 
were using artillery and anti-tank wea­ 
pons. 


Nixon asks impeachment 


hearings be public, on TV 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Nixon has caught the House Judiciary 
committee off guard by demanding 
that it immediately open its impeach­ 
ment hearings to the public and to 
television coverage. 


Committee Chairman Peter W. Ro- 
dino Jr., D-N.J., is resisting, saying he 
must preserve the confidentiality of se­ 
cret grand jury testimony and the re­ 
putations of the innocent. 


But Nixon’s lawyer, Jam es D. St. 
Clair, charges “selective leaking” of 
evidence from the committee’s closed 
door session is “ prejudicing the basic 
right of the President to an impartial 
inquiry.” 


“ I am suspect," said liberal Demo­ 
crat Barbara Jordan of Texas after Ni­ 
xon made his demand. “We will act on 
this rather cautiously.” 


Ironically, most of the committee’s 
21 Democrats line up with Nixon and 
against their chairman on this issue. 
Many of the Republicans side with R o 
dino in opposition to Nixon. 
Today is the first anniversary of the 
opening of the Senate Watergaie hear­ 
ings which brought Watergate to the 
attention of millions of Americans. Ro- 
dino is determined that his inquiry into 
Nixon’s complicity in the scandal must 
be conducted wth greater dignity. 
The

met 
for 
seven 
hours Thursday behind closed doors, fi­ 
nishing at 8:30 p.m. EDT. 
They listened through stereophonic 
earphones to the tape of a Feb. 28, 
1973, conversation between Nixon and 


his aide, John W. Dean 111. Rep. John 
Corners, D-Mich., said Nixon’s dis­ 
cussion of clemency for the original 
Watergate 
defendants 
was 
just 
as 
“ vague” as it appeared to be in tne 
transcripts Nixon released April 30. 
St. Clair, emerging, was asked how 
his client was faring inside the hear* 
ing. 


"I have no concerns,” he said. 
He has argued the tape shows Nixon 
innocent of advar e knowledge of the 
break-in and bugging of Democratic 
headquarters in the Watergate apart­ 
ment complex, On the tape, Nixon 
says; 


“ I will never forget when I heard 
about this. 1 thought what in hell is 
this? What is the m atter with these 
people? Are they crazy? 1 thought they 
were nuts.”

Audit reveals discrepancy 
in Ayala, Lewis spending 


An historic first-time audit by a state 
cnc\ i: o campaign spending of poli­ 
tical candidates has revealed minor 
discrepancies in the campaign state­ 
ments ol Democratic State Sen. Ruben 
Avai., of Chino and Republican As- 
sentbh man Jerry Lewis of Highland. 
Aya:a defeated Lewis in a special 
( lection Jan. 15 in the 20th District 
race. 
The audit marks the first time in 


California history that a state agency 
has audited the campaign spending re­ 
cords ot an elected California official. 
Under a new law. the state Board ot 
Equalization is charged with verifying 
the accuracy and completeness of the 
reports. 
In the special election, Ayala report­ 
ed spending $89,019 in his upset victory 
of Lewis. Lewis estimated he spent 
about 8140.000. 


3 he board's audit said Ayala unders­ 
tated his committee's cash balance 
Jar,. 1 by $2.559 and understated its en­ 
ding cash balance by $542 Jan. 15. 
The errors were attributed to the 
committee’s belief its account was 
overdrawn. 
On l ewis' committee, the board said 
the cash on hand Jan. 1 was $9,822 
rather than the reported $3,468. the 
board al«o attributed the discrepancy 


to accounting mistakes. 


The audit, reported other minor mis­ 


takes in both candidates’ statements. 


In his proposed budget for next year, 
Gov. Ronald Reagan has allotted $450,* 
000 to provide for 35 positions with the 
board to conduct the audits. 


The board’s next auditing chore will 
invofvt the spending statements on the 
propositions on the June 4 ballott.

Special Watergate Prosecutor Eeon 
Jaworski filed papers in U.S. District 
Court Thursday in which he said he 
has no evidence the President author­ 
ized the 1971 burglary of Daniel Ells- 
berg’s psychiatrist or knew of it in ad­ 
vance. 


Determining Nixon’s rote was not the 
direct subject of Jaworski’s brief. His 
purpose was to refute defense motions 
by six defendants awaiting trial in the 
cs«e, who claim the raid had Nixon’s 
blessing as a national security meas­ 
ure. 
Jaworski rejected that claim and re­ 
ferred to the burglary as “ a warrant­ 
less tresspassory break-in and search 
that had not received the prior approv- 
al of the President or the attorney gen­ 
eral.”

in Venezuela,

world s third largest petro­ 
leum exporter. 


“ A new, historic opportun­ 
ity has opened for Venezuela, 
Latin America and all the 
countries which are victims 
of th e e c o n o m i c tota­ 
litarianism of the great devel­ 
oped nations,” Perez said. 
He said Venezuela’s oil re­ 
sources, which have been de- 
v e 1 o p e d by major inter­ 
national firms such as Exxon, 
Shell, Gulf and Mobil, “will 
be, from today on and more 
than ever, our own history.” 
Perez appointed a blue-rib­ 


bon commission of cabinet 
members, political 
leaders, 
oil experts and other promi­ 
nent officials to draw' up a re­ 
port within six months for the 
nationalization. 
‘‘We can take over by the 
end of the year,” one high- 
ranking Mines Ministry >po- 
kesman said. Gonzalo Rami- 
rei Cubillan, president of the 
Chamber of Deputies, esti­ 
mated the takeover would be 
f i n i s h e d in about eight 
months.

Two accused judges 
reveal their identity 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Two Municipal Judges, insist­ 
ing they could not speak up 
earlier because of “ gag or­ 
ders,” identified themselves 
Thursday as the jurists ac­ 
cused by a colleague of inter­ 
fering with the Sylmar tunnel 
explosion trial.

Dempsey Klein and Vincent 
Erickson said the accusation 
was “ patently absurd.” 
In a joint statement re­ 
leased during a news confer­ 
ence, the judges said:: 
“ We can now tell the public 
that the suggestions we made 
in the performance of our 
duties as court administrators 
to a new and inexperienced 
judge involved in a very com­ 
plicated case were not only 
rejected and misinterpreted, 
but twisted and made to ap­ 
pear sinister. 
“ We have never had any 
personal interest in the Lock­ 
heed case, and we did not at­ 
tempt 
to 
influence 
Judge 
(George W.) Trammell as to 
its outcome. Such a sugges­ 
tion is patently absurd.” 
Trammell, who made the 


accusation 
last 
September, 
defended his accusation fol­ 
lowing the news conference. 
He said, “ Why would I make 
up such a thing?” 
The controversy centers on 
Trammell s charge that about 
midway in the 54-week trial 
against Lockheed Shipbuilding 
and 
Construction, 
the 
two 
judges on one occasion urged 
him to accept a plea bargain 
to end the case. 
On another occasion, Tram­ 
mell said they suggested that 
he grant a defense motion 
which would have dismissed 
the charges. 
Last week, Trammell, who 
has kept the names of the two 
judges in sealed sections of 
the transcript, said the docu­ 
ments had been stolen and re­ 
placed with duplicates. 
Judge Klein and Erickson 
denied knowledge of the theft 
other than what was reported 
by the media. 
A jury convicted Lockheed 
and two of its employes on 
multiple misdemeanor viola­ 
tions when 17 workers died in 
a tunnel explosion June 24, 
1971.

er than as a direct credit 
against tax liability. 
The Ways and Means bill, 
with a phaseout of the depl­ 
etion allowance and a "win­ 
dfall pro!its” tax, would cost 
the oil companies an 
esti­ 
mated $670 million in the cur­ 
rent tax year and more ill la­ 
ter years. 
By adding the Green and 
Vanik amendments, the cost 
io the oil companies would

She said Weisman was ac­ 
companied by

lawyers 
and a private detective, a-d

board’s executive secretary. 
Mrs. Beltz said one of Weis- 
on a n ’ s attorneys explained 
Wednesday right that the doc­ 
tor had paid the money for 
the license and the check was 
cashed by the state, brn that 
he had not puked up the li­ 
cense. 
She said the doctor also told 
the townspeople he had been 
found guilt} in a Texas Court 
last year of supplying some 
undercover agents with am­ 
phetamines. but he assured 
the townspeople he "(/»finitely 
not" used drugs himself. 
“ Everybody w*as really for 
him —in fact, a number of 
people got up ard mentioned 
how' he helped them and said 
they liked him." Mrs. Beltz 
said, ‘‘We’ll have to v.ait row 
and see the outcome, whether 
he will indeed be allowed to 
practice." 
Before Weisman’s arrival, 
the residents had to depend 
on medical services in Ros­ 
common.

DEAR DR. MILLER: Cad, 
our son’s banty rooster, has 
been greeting the dawn with 
increasing vigor and volume 
in recent months. My hus­ 
band suggested an operation 
on Cad’s vocal chords and 
wants to perform the oper­ 
ation. With an ax. He said 
he’d guarantee the operation 
but neither my son nor Cad 
will go for it. Could a veter­ 
inarian perform a guaranteed 
but safer operation on Cad’s 
vocal chords? — D. T. 
Dear D.T.: 
Perhaps. But 
don’t count on a guarantee 
with a de-voicing operation. 
First, there are risks involved 
in the surgery itself. Second, 
the operation’s 
unlikely to 
quiet Cad completely. More 
realistically, it can be ex­ 
pected to modify the pitch 
and intensity of the sound 


produced to render it accep­ 
table to all concerned (except 
perhaps, Cad). 


DEAR DR. MILLER: What 
would make our cat (it’s Ge- 
ramiah we’re talking about) 
look motheaten? Is this pos­ 
sible? — A.Y. 
Dear A.Y.: 
Certainly it’s 
possible for Geramiah to look 
that way.

Swinging a golf club can 
be dangerous to your ribs 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - An 
Indonesian 
radiologist 
has 
some advice for beginning 
golfers who hit the dirt in­ 
stead of the ball: watch out 
for fractured ribs. 
Dr. Sjahriar Rasad, head of 
the department of radiology 
at the University of Indonesia 
school of medicine In Jakarta, 
speaks from personal expe­ 
rience. After three weeks on 
the driving range as a begin­ 
ning golfer, Rasad said he 
telt consistent discomfort on 
the left side of the back near 
the shoulder. 
He had a chest X ray made 
and discovered he had frac­ 
tures of two ribs and probab­ 
ly of a third. They healed 
naturally in a few years. 
Writing In an American me­ 


dical 
journal, 
Rasad 
said 
similar conditions also were 
found in two other persons 
who had just taken up golf. 
When the golfer swings and 
hits the ball, there is no prob­ 
lem. But when the technique 
is wrong and the club hits the 
ground, he said, problems can 
develop. 
"It is obvious that since the 
ground is solid, the golf club 
is made of iron, and the gol­ 
fer’s body consists of weak 
muscles and fragile bones, it 
is the golfer’s body to the 
greatest extent that will be 
damaged," Rasad said. 
The report was published in 
the April issue of The Ameri­ 
can Journal of Roentgenology, 
Radium Therapy and Nuclear 
Medicine.

on privacy

I guess a dispassionate observer of the human comedy would 
agree that I have my share of troubles as I plod along the 
Road of Life, but one trouble I do not foresee in the immediate 
future is my bank reporting to the Internal Revenue Service 
my cash transactions of $10,000 or more. 


In these days of our years, when invasion of privacy is 
almost as popular a talisman as ecology, a lot of rich guys 
are uptight over the Bank Secrecy Act of 1970 which makes 
banks report all those juicy fund transfers, whether laundered 
or not. Doesn’t bother me. Go ahead, put the screws on the 
millionaires—I'm all for it. I have never been guilty of a 
$10,000 cash transaction nor have I associated with those who 
do. Or have. Or whatever. 


But the Bank Secrecy Act (unfortunate title) also requires 
banks to make copies of all your checks of $100 or more and 
keep them for five years, just in case you are up to some 
hanky-panky. This Is a gross invasion of personal privacy and 
reveals the feds for the Nosey Parkers they are. With Nixon, 
ITT, the milk industry and the Devil knows who-all tossing 
around dispatch cases full of hundreds of thousands of the 
crisp green, why would the IRS be concerned about the $ 112 
check I wrote when I had my gas tank filled (with regular)? 


Some California bankers and depositors with the help of the 
American Civil Liberties Union (NCAA) recently battled the 
Bank Secrecy Act (BS) up to the Supreme Court, only to be 
repulsed by what is called "the High Court,” whether they have 
been drinking or not. 


One of the issues was that the bookkeeping in spying on 
bank customer accounts would cost the nation’s financial insti­ 
tutions about $8 million a year. (My gums bleed for banks, 
too.) But the gut issue was privacy: What right does Uncle 
Sam have to peer into our (usually overdrawn) bank account 
and make notes on "all checks over $ 10 0 ," from the $175.000 
some gangster paid ft»* a house in Malibu to the $106 I paid for 
a rib roast? 


Privacy. Did you ever stop to think how much your certified 
public accountant and bank teller know about you? From even 
a casual perusal of your checks, they know more about you 
than your priest. 


And appearances are deceiving. My favorite liquor store is 
also a grocery store, so that stream of checks made out to the 
little lubritorium includes bread, cigarettes, miik, aspirin, 
cheese, toothpaste and other goodies. But the checks all read 
Antonio’s Liquor Store, and the bank teller must wonder how I 
stay upright long enough to write the check. 


Justice William Douglas (he’s on OUR side) agreed that this 
checking on the checks was a blatant invasion of privacy. " A 
checking account," he wrote in an angry minority opinion, 
"may well record a citizen’s activities, opinion and beliefs as 
fully as transcripts of his telephone conversations." Let’s hear 
it for Douglas!

Gerard Man ion, director of 
public education for the asso­ 
ciation, said that three “ Lucy 
Booths,” staffed by psychiatr­ 
ists and psychologists volun­ 
teering their time, are fun­ 
ctioning at three of Honolulu’s 
busiest shopping centers, 
"A volunteer came up with 
the idea for the booths, but 
were a little skeptical about 
v h a t the public 
reaction 
would be," Marnon said. The 
booths were named after the 
character “ Lucy” in the Pea­ 
nuts cartoon strip 
who is 
sometimes 
dispenses 
“ psy­ 
chiatric” advice from a booth 
for 5 *ems.

“ We’re not overwhelmed by 
tremendous numbers seeking 
the psychiatrist’s attention at 
the booth at the same time,” 
Manion said, 
“ so there is 
enough time to really talk 
with someone and perhaps oi­ 
ler some good advice." 
“ Some people don’t know if 
they have a problem or not 
and just want to talk with so­ 
meone,” Manion said. 
A young woman without a 
job or money and living with 
a man who was an alcoholic 
told the counsellor she felt 
she had no choices. He encou­ 
raged her to face factions re­ 
alistically and that options 
were open to her. 
A mother whose son was 
exhibiting 
emotional 
dis­ 
turbances told the psychiatr­ 
ist she kept denying anything 
was the matter with him. But 
after talking it out at the

owners of both Publishing and 
broadcast media in the same 
area be given a flat five-year 
period in which to sell off ei­ 
ther t%e newspaper or the sta­ 
tion. 
The 
Justice 
Department, 
however, proposed a slight 
chance in wh>h divestiture 
would be timed with the li­ 
cense renewal of the broad­ 
cast stations involved. The li­ 


censes are issued for three 
year terms. 


In a lengthy comment on 
the FCC proposal, the Justice 
Department’s antitrust divi­ 
sion said cross-media own­ 
ership restrains competition 
for advertising and limits the 
“ diversity of viewpoints” car­ 
ried in the media. 
“ A significant number of 
c h a n n e l s available...have 
been assigned to television li­ 
censees affiliated with daily 
newspaper interests, usually 
-in the same communities,” 
the department said in a .11 
pace comment on the prop­ 
osed rule change.

I am divorced with three children to support. The oldest is 
11. 
My net pay provides me with an income of $375 a month. 
1 receive partial state aid under the program of aid to famil­ 
ies with dependent children and medical aid. 
My ex-husband has paid child support for 6*4 years directly 
to me through a court ordered agreement. 
I started receiving partial state aid in April 1969. It was 
never said that he had to pay through the courts unless 1 had 
trouble in collecting the support. Now (last February) he re­ 
ceived a letter stating that he must pay through the courts or 
be prosecuted for nonpayment. 
He sent his first payment in March and the second in April. 
To this date I still have not received any of the support. 
My children and I need this money to live. I pay rent, 
utilities, nursery school and baby sitter fees and some of the 
grocery bill out of my paycheck. 
When I call my case worker, and I have done so many 
times, I get nothing but a runaround. 
It all goes back to the computer and time it takes to make 
an adjustment if it’s in your favor. If the adjustment is in the 
state’s favor your grant is cut immediately or you are hit with 
an overpayment notice. 
Somewhere along the line the computers have taken over 
and the people are forgotten. 
I have been fully employed most of the time that I have 
been on state aid or going to school to get a better education 
and higher paying job. 1 do not feel guilty about receiving, 
state aid because I need the help, particularly for medical 
care. If I had to pay for medical insurance also, I would clear 
about $315 per month. 
Can anything be doce to fight the system? — I.T., Chino.

MSAC president asks 


WALNUT — A 9 per cent across-the- 
board pay increase for the 900 em­ 
ployes of Mt. San Antonio College was 
recommended Thursday to the Board 
of Trustees by President Eldon E. 
Pearce. 
“ Our prim ary concern must be to of­ 
fset the cost of inflation to our em ­ 
ployes," he told the board. “ I believe 
this proposal is fair, and it will do it.” 


The 
board 
accepted 
the 
recom­ 
mendation for study. 
Teachers had asked for a 12 per cent 
pay raise, while the classified em ­ 
ployes had requested 91/2 per cent with 
the understanding that if the teachers 
get more, they, too, will receive more. 
For the teachers, if the board grants 
Pearson’s recommendation, the raise 
would mean a starting salary of $11,096 
for a 10-month year, up $916, and a 
maximum salary of $21,626, up $1,786. 
The recommendation was part of a 
p r e l i m i n a r y budget submitted by 
Jam es D. Simpson, vice president in 
charge of business affairs, which cal­ 
led for an expenditure of $14,143,000, 
including 
$1,133,000 
for 
the 
salary 
raises. This compares with a budget 
this year of $13,077,000. 
Simpson said that even if the sa­ 
laries are raised by 9 per cent, the dis­ 
trict will wind up with a whopping $1>2 
million reserve for next year. 
The reserve includes a one-time bo­ 
nanza of $755,915 received from the 
state in average daily attendance over 
what was anticipated. Simpson told the 
board that the recruiting efforts of the 
MSAC staff and the ability of teachers 
to keep the students in classes in­ 
creased ADA by more than 1,000 dur­ 
ing the past year. 
"We are going to have a very good 
firancial year,” he predicted. 
“Our 
one-time funds will see to that. What 
happens the following year, though, is 
something else. The one-time funds 
will not be repeated.”

Civil rights gets 
'over the hump' 


Because she happened 1o be listed first in a civil 
rights suit filed by 32 other plaintiffs in Topeka, 
Kan., Linda Brown’s name was to become a house­ 
hold word in America in the mid-1950s. 
It was on May 17, 1954, that the U.S. Supreme 
Court handed down its unanimous and historic deci­ 
sion in Brown vs. Board of Education, ruling that 
in the field of education the doctrine of ‘separate 
but equal has no place. Separate educational faci­ 
lities are inherently unequal.” 
Twenty years after Linda Brown won the right not 
to have to walk six blocks to catch a bus to take her 
another 15 blocks to an all-black elementary school, 
Topeka, as well as other cities in the nation, is 
again in trouble with the courts and the government 
precisely because of this hard-won right of black 
children 
to 
attend 
the 
schools 
nearest 
their 
homes—and again because such schools are usuallv 
all black. 
The issue now is not that of busing to preserve 
segregation but busing to promote integration. 
Not evenone considers this to be progress. 
The persistence of “de facto” segregation result­ 
ing from the nation’s housing patterns, as dis­ 
tinguished from the ‘‘de jure” segregation that has 
been abolished from the law, is only one of the 
things blacks point to as evidence that they are still 
far from achieving first-class citizenship. 
Despite tremendous civil rights gains by blacks in 
the past two decades, many of them exist on paper 
only. In practice, true equality is still a long way 
off. 
It is difficult to measure the actual state of racial 
progress in America today. In the field of school 
desegregation, the South now leads the nation with 
approximately half of its black students attending 
predominately white schools. The national figure is 
only about 36 per cent. Yet along the way, mam 
black educators in the South lost their jobs ‘with the 
closing of black schools, anil they were not hired by 
white schools. 
Statistics show blacks ccntinuing to lag in such 
categories as income, yearn of schooling completed 
and representation in the professions, and to lead in 
others like unemployment and substandard housing 
— while at the same time showing significant im­ 
provement in all these area>. 
It is. in some ways, a matter of whether one 
views the cup of civil rights as half full or half 
empty, whether one sees the level as stagnant or 
falling or rising, and, if rising, how fast one believes 
it ought to be rising. 
Perhaps the best measure of civil rights progress 
in America is the change in peoples’ attitude* in the 
past 20 years, for it is on this that all future prog­ 
ress will depend. 
Today, none but a tiny core of fanatics still 
preaches the inherent inferiority of blacks. Preju­ 
dice and discrimination exist, and probably always 
will exist to some degree. But the vast majority of 
white Americans supports, at least passively, the 
ideal of equality. And in the light of four centuries 
of black-white relations in America, that is prog­ 
ress. 
If the majority remains oblivious to the very real 
inequality that still prevails, it is not necessarily 
due to conscious prejudice but because most whites 
honestly believe that court decisions like Brown vs. 
Board of Education have solved the problem. 
This, of course, puts the burden of continued prog­ 
ress on blacks. But that, fairly or unfairly, is where 
it has always been. 
To paraphrase Jefferson, the price of equality is 
eternal struggle. Black Americans toda\ continue to 
struggle, and if the> have not yet won everything, 
they have in the past 20 years won the major vic­ 
tories. 


Cutting taxes 


Although taxes seem forever going up there are, 
of course, happier areas of reduction. Nationally, 
lor instance, the trend in the states has, overail, 
been downward. 
According to a Tax Foundation survey, 16 states 
this year already h a\e up for consideration prop­ 
osals for reductions that would add up to $1.21 bil­ 
lion. Countering this are plans in 13 states to hike 
their levies by a total of S785 million, tor a net 
reduction of $425 million. That is close to last sear’s 
$500 overall state tax reduction. 
California has its first omnibus tax “reform” bill 
in the making. Authored by San Diego Assembly­ 
man Lawrence Kapiloff, it is a massive measure, 
according to California Taxpayers’ Association, rut­ 
ting across a number of areas both of taxation and 
state expenditures. 
In the tax <*utting department, 
Kapiloff’s bill 
w’ould, for instance, eliminate sales and gasoline 
taxes, increase home owners' property tax exemp­ 
tion and renters’ relief. In the other direction, it 
would limit capital gains and oil depletion allo­ 
wances. Annual adjustment of income tax rates a c ­ 
cording to an inflaiion faetor would be required, and 
a state expenditure limitation plan w'ould be pro­ 
vided. 
What the overall el feet of the bill would be, and 
the merits of its voluminous provisions can, of 
course, 
only 
be 
determined 
by 
comprehensive 
analysis based on intensive research. 
All of which, at least, indicates that while like the 
weather everybody talks about taxes, unlike it some 
people are doing something about them.

Klassen's political pattycake 


WASHINGTON — At the instigation 
of the White House, Postmaster Gener­ 
al Ted Klassen held off postal rate in­ 
creases during the 1972 campaign in 
order to avoid stirring up voter dis­ 
content against President Nixon. 


Instead, Klassen cut back on postal 
workers and caused a slowdown of the 
mails. This developed into a mail de- 
b a c l e 
a f t e r 
the 
election, 
with 
Christmas deliveries stacked up days 
behind schedule and postmasters all 
over the country dumping mail on each 
other. 


Yet when Klassen was hauled before 
the Senate Post Office Committee in 
early 1973 to explain the postal foul-up, 
he blamed it all on his zeal to cut 
costs. He- deliberately misled the Sen­ 
ate by failing to mention the deal he 
had made with the White House to 
slash the postal force rather than raise 
postage prices. 


Klassen played political pattycake 
with the President’s campaign aides, 
despite the fact that the Postal Service 
had been reorganized as an indepen­ 
dent agency for the specific purpose of 
removing it from politics. 


In the past, the Post Office had often 
operated as a political arm of the 
President. But under the reorganiza­ 
tion, it was supposed to be totally free 
of White House control, much less poli­ 
tical influence. 
The story of how Klassen put politics 
ahead of postal service is told in a se­ 
cret White House memo. He was sum­ 
moned before John Ehrhchman, then 
the White House domestic chief. The 
secret meeting was also attended by- 
White House efficiency expert Fred 
Malek, whose job was to gear govern­ 
ment action to getting President Nixon 
re-elected. 


Reporting on the meeting in an April 
17, 1972, memo. Malek described 
a 
plan to “cut the summer employment 
program and put a freeze on hiring” at

the Postal Service. This would save the 
money that otherwise would have nec­ 
essitated a rate rise, it was agreed. 


"It was the combined judgment of 
the assembled group,” wrote Malek, 
that this “course of action was within 
the range of political acceptability.” 


He reported that “the freeze on hir­ 
ing should result in a reduction by at­ 
trition of 5,000 to 6,000 employes per 
month for the next 5-6 months.” While 
he realized this “substantial number” 
would cut into services, he argued this 
“would seem preferable to a rate in­ 
crease.” 


Malek suggested another meeting “in 
about three months to assess progress 
and to determine actions and their 
political consequences.” Three months 
later, the hiring freeze had crippled 
the 
Postal 
Service, 
mail 
deliveries 
were bogging down and Klassen was 
making speeches about how he was 
cutting costs. 


He didn’t mention that the sole pur­ 
pose of his economies was to prevent a 
postage stamp increase, which postal 
technicians wanted in January 1973. 
Under the law, this would have re­ 
quired an announcement a few weeks 
before the November 1972 election. Of 
course, the price of mailing a first 
class letter has now gone up from 
eight to 10 cents. 
Footnote: Malek told us he “attended 
the (secret) meeting as an observer, 
just to learn what the postal plans 
were.” A spokesman for Klassen told 
my associate Les Whitten that Klassen 
had actually blocked a White House 
move to add extra summer workers 
and had decided on the freeze well be­ 
fore the controversial meeting with Eh- 
rlichman and Malek. The spokesman 
denied Klassen’s actions were designed 
to further the Nixon campaign.

House guards 
self-interests

WASHINGTON — The House of Representatives 
reviewed a document other than the Watergate tape 
transcripts recently, and 
dropped 
it with 
con­ 
summate skill. 
Which brings up the question: Can a handful of 
common sense, pitted against years of immobiliza­ 
tion, ever snap congressmen to attention? 
The answer seems to be when common sense 
stands in the way of personal interest, legislators 
pay attention. 


The document in question was prepared by a spe­ 
cially designated panel, set up to studv ways of 
streamlining House procedures. Speaker Carl Albert 
(D.-Okla.) urged formation of the bi-partisan com­ 
mittee last year. 
Rep. Rir hard Bolling (D-Mo.) headed the group 
which came out with some tough recommendations 
for breaking down House roadblocks. Bolling’s panel 
did not hit all the stalling points, but there was 
substantial change suggested for a Congress that 
has not had a drastic overhaul since 1946. 
One of the strangleholds Bolling’s report cited was 
the House Ways and Means Committee. Rep. Wilbur 
Mills (D-Ark.) is head of Ways and Means. He holds 
a m assive amount of legislative power and is reluc­ 
tant to release any of it. 
Mills, unlike other committee chairman, does not 
split up the work his committee undertakes bv as­ 
signing subcommittees. His committee also holds 
swav over a number of areas, ranging from Social 
Security to medicare to tax reform. 
Because he refuses to delegate the workload 
Mills committee is forced to handle each piece of 
legislation with full committee membership. This 
- 
1,s narrow limitations, severely hinders thè 
amount of work Ways and Means can handle during 
the year. Often times, vital pieces of legislation are 
left stagnant as a result. 
Another committee hit by the Bolling report was 
the House Administration Committee. Chaired bv 
Rep. Wayne Hays (D-Ohio), the committee has been 
charged with reviewing ways to reform campaign 
procedures in order to insure against future Water- 
gates. 
The Senate has passed and sent to Hays’ com- 
mittee two major campaign contribution and spend­ 
ing bills. The Senate proposals may or may not be 
the approaches needed to contain campaign ex­ 
cesses, but nothing will ever come of them if Ilavs 
keeps them out of sight in his committee. 
Hays promised to report out a bill bv March It is 
now past the middle of May. and his committee is 
less than half-way through the bill. It appears noth­ 
ing of significance will come out before this vear’s 
elections. 
* 
Tile Bolling report also affected the jurisdiction of 
other committees. Committee chairmen, with an eve

The doctor comments 


Lecithin won't cut 
cholesterol intake 


First air service 


I he first scheduled com­ 
mercial airline service was 
begun in 1914 between Tampa 
and St. Petersburg, Fla.

DEAR DR. LAMB — 1 an 
48 years old, five-feet-seven. 
and weigh 1?5 pounds. 1 hav ■ 
a cholesterol count of about 
330 reduced by diet from 395. 
A recent magazine article 
said that lecthin reduces the 
cholesterol 
in 
a 
person's 
blood. Does lecithin really re­ 
duce the count as they sa'? 
’Thank you for any help vou 
provide. 
Dear Reader — 1 wish it 
did, but it doesn’t. The only 
people 
who 
could 
possibly 
benefit from lecithin are a 
few who have a dietary defi- 
c i e n c y in polyunsaturated 
tats. You can solve that prob­ 
lem with a proper diet that 
includes about a third of the 
fat in yeftfr diet as polyunsatu­ 
rated tat as you get in corn 
oil, safflower oil or products 
made with these oils. Excess 
amounts of these oils won’t 
help either. 
There is a lot of untrue 
p r o m o t i o n a l material in 
magazines about lecithin, ft is 
another fat. The difference is 
that it contains some phos­ 
phate and is a phosopholipid. 
And, it is connected to cho- 
iine. Now that is all fairly 
complex so let me say that 
the lecithin particle is broken 
down by the digestive en­ 
zymes in the digestive tract 
into the choline, the 
fatty 
acids, and then absorbed. In 
other words, 
once 
it 
sett 
through the intestinal wail it 


is no longer lecithin. 
The lecithin in our bloodst- 
r e a m 
is 
correlated 
with 
cholesterol levels, and rhere is 
some evidence that if it is 
high you will have less ten­ 
dency to fatty deposits in the 
arteries. HOWEVER, and it 
is a big however, the lecithin 
in tlie blood s manufactured 
by the liver. Its level is in­ 
fluenced by 
many 
factors, 
even the ratio of male and fe­ 
male- hormones. 


It you needed choline in 
your diet than lecithin would 
be 
helpful. 
This 
substance 
helps protect the liver from 
fatty degeneration that can 
occui in fasting and other 
problems. But. many common 
foods in a normal diet contain 
abundant amounts of choline, 
such as lean meats. If you 
needed choline you should be 
taking chohne, not lecithin or 
more fat. 
I do think you 
probably 
could profit from taking some 
medicine for your persistant 
high cholesterol levels, par­ 
ticularly if you have been on 
a proper diet and have con­ 
trolled your weight. There is 
medicine available specifical­ 
ly for lowering the cholesterol 
in people who can’t accompl­ 
ish this with diet. But it is not 
lecithin and must be pres­ 
cribed by a doctor. 
One such medicine, Quest­ 
ran (cholestyramine), is verv 
new and works by bindine the 
bile salts in the bowel. Since 


these come from cholesterol 
ihis helps to use up the cho­ 
lesterol and lower the level. 
\s more bile salts are formed 
and then lost, the cholesterol 
is 
gradually 
lowered. 
You 
misht check with your doctor 
<nd see if you are a candi­ 
date tor this new medicine.

BILTj In your discussion of 
tips for traveling, I was sur- 
prised that on a 19-day cruise 
you reported tins for a m r- 
ried couple would cost a min­ 
imum of $100.

When you think in 
terms of 10 per cent or 15 per­ 
cent of the total going for 
tips, you can see that $100 is 
not high.

Half of the amount is given at 
the first port of call so the 
crew will have spending mo­ 
ney. The balance is given at 
the end of the cruise. 
The only line which advises 
that tipping is ¡rot required is 
the Holland America Line. 
Thev tell me that siens to 
that effect are posted all over 
the ships. In the beginning, 
they were very strict about it, 
but they found there is no 
way to prevent people from 
tipping if they wish to. The' 
tell me however, that tipping 
where it does take place is 
evidently just token tippirg 
for particularly good service. 
But travelers on the line will

service, 
whether or not they tip.

health problem because doc­ 
tors are reluctant to treat 
patients who feel fine. 


“ I think there are a lot of 
doctors who are not attuned

The series will be 
completed with the June 8 running of 
the Belmont Stakes. 


Each of the trainers confidently ex­ 
pect their charges to handle Canno­ 
nade this time with none of them more 
confident than Tinker. 
J.R ’s Pet finished fourth in the Ken­ 
tucky Derby behind Cannonade, Hud­ 
son County and Agitate. 


“ My horse ran good in the Derby 
and he is good right now,” said Tinker 
whose head is covered with a thick 
stock of hair. “This colt has been im­ 
proving over the past several weeks. 
He’s better physicaliy and he can do 
things now that he couldn’t beiorc. He 
was winning races but because a horse 
wins doesn’t

1. The nearest flower show is at your neighborhood nursery. 
Right now a multitude of shrubs and vines are in bloom. All 
are easily transplanted into the garden. 
2. A secret to a long blooming season with roses—as with 
most any flowering plant—is to keep picking blooms that are 
spent. Do this as soon as they begin to fade and are no longer 
an asset. 
3. Newly-planted lawns need a light spraying of water sever­ 
al times a day. On established lawns, regular watering is a 
must this month. 
4. Set-out dwarf Dahlia plants from nursery flats for sum­ 
mer color; plant dahlia tubers this month for a fall show of 
color. 
5. New chrysanthemums may still be transplanted into the 
garden from nursery containers. Larger plants in full bloom 
are available at nurseries. Enjoy these now; then cut back 
after they are finished blooming. They’ll flower again in the 
fall months.

doscope cf other vegetables 
are now sprouting. 


It’s the Terra Firma Gar­ 
den, a 369 by 160-foot plot of 
land nestled among old, woo­ 
den, two-story houses in an 
aging central city neighbor­ 
hood four blocks from the 
California State Capitol. 
About 40 neighborhood vol­ 
unteer', raogin'' in age from 
14 to 74, from long hairs to 
the elderly retired, joined the 
community croiect. They pul­ 
led out the weeds, hauled 
away the garbage, cultivated 
the land and sowed hundreds 
cf seeds. 
“ The whole concept of the 
Terra Firma 
(solid 
earth) 
Garden is to show people they 
can grow vegetables in an ur­ 
ban area,” said Steve Crowle, 
garden director. 
“ The basic purpose is edu­ 
cation. to show people it’s 
possible to live in the city and 
still become involved with the 
processes that support life. 
“ It’s a completely volunteer 
effort,” he said. “ No indivi­ 
dual is getting one cent out of 
it and we have been lucky in 
getting full community sup­ 
port.” 
The organic garden got its 
start this spring when Cowle 
and the non-profit Ecology In­ 
formation rert'm of Sacra­ 
mento successfully persuaded 
the State 
of California 
to 
grant a two-year, rent free 
lease on the state-owned lot 
at 0 and 15th streets. 
Eco’ogy 
Center 
members 
sought out donations to aid 
the project and wire fencing, 
fence posts, hoses, '■prinklers, 
the use of a tractor, tools, 
and lumber came in. The city 
extended water service to the 
plot and odfered a lower than 
usual rate. 
One-half o<! the land was 
dedicated to a giant, 160 by 
160-foot 
communit'- 
earden. 
Divided in quadrants, each is 
being cultivated successively 
to assure a continuous supply 
of vegetables. 
When all 
the plants are 
ready to harvest, the commu­ 
nity 
gardeners 
“ will 
take 
w h a t t h e y 
feel 
they’ve 
earned,” Crowle said. 
Whatever is left —which 
should be plenty because of 
the garden’s size —will be 
sold 10 help offset costs faced 
by the Ecology Center, such 
as the estimated $125 unnual 
water bill. 
Adjacent to the community 
plot —which anybody and ev­ 
erybody is welcome to come 
help till —are 48 individual 
plots, 11 by 17 feet, provided 
on a first come first serve 


basis. The only requirement is 
that gardeners keep them up. 
The response was so great 
Crowle now has a waiting list. 
One of the community gar­ 
deners, who-also has an indi­ 
vidual plot along with her 
husband, is Charlene Jacobs, 
50, whose nearby apartment 
doesn’t afford much room for 
vegetable cultivation. 
“ So far I’ve met every age 
group,” said Mrs. Jacobs. “ I 
love it. Everybody’s got a dif­ 
ferent 
idea, 
you 
learn 
so 
much about vegetables and 
gardening. But so many new 
people 
keep 
coming 
there 
aren’t enough plots.”
